1 Lirat learnt of the border crossing 
immediately after the end of the 
war. Trucks were crossing the River 
Jordan bringing farm produce from 
the West Bank to the East Bank. The 
Arab farmers In the Jordan valley 
were continuing to market their 
produce in Amman and even further 
afield in Iraq and Kuweit. I weleom- 
ed the news, and was pleased that 
thia Arab marketing, though unusual 
in the new circumstances, was 
proceeding without obstacle on our 
part. In my directives to the Military 
Government officers and in my talks 
with them, I had stressed the need to 
allow the Arabs to go about thelr nor- 
mal business with no unnccessary in- 
terference, [ even ordered our army 
units out of the Arab towns. They 
were to set up their posta at strategic 
positions on the hills outside. I ex- 
plained to their commanders that 
their task was to ensure the security 
of the Israel community and not to 
dominate and direct the lives of the 
Arabs. . 

On August 2. 1967, together with 
the GOC Central Command, Uzi 
Narkiss, I paid a visit to the Damia 
crossing. During the summer, the 
Jordan is shallow at this point, and 
trucks, tractors and even private 
cars can cross without difficulty. 
‘This was the place which our troops 
on the spot had begun to cail “the 


᾿ vegetable market.” 


It was an extraordinary sight, a 
Holiywood wild west scene, except 
that instead of cowboys and cai 
wagons converging 
there was‘a huge 
assembly of heavily taden trucks, 
vans and carts being towed across 
by tractor. Up to 100 trucks a day 
were crossing the river, carrying for 
the most part les, fruit and 


olive ‘oil, but also other goods:- 
plastic containers made im 


Bethjehem, building atones from the 
Ramallah quarries, as well as fur- 
niture and household gooda belang- 
ing to families who had hastily left 
during the fighting and crossed into 
Jordan. 


I watched the ‘‘vegetable market” 
and told the officer in charge to ease 


_ the formalities. There was no need

cern us if they were being smuggied 
into our territory.

1 spent quite a time at the edge of 
the river watching the departing 
vehicles. They. were of 811] ages, 
types and colours, and they moved in 
convoy. As they passed me, I waved 
to the drivers and wished them good 


luck, and their response, after a mo- | 


ment of ie, Was & warm smile. 
It took so little, I reflected, to evoke a 
Uttle warmth even between men who 
only a few days earlier had fought us 
on the hattleficid. 

As winter approached, to make 
things easier for the West Bank 
farmers I asked the mayor of 
Nablus, Hamdi Cnaan, to go to Am- 
™Man and propose to the government 
of Jordan that we construct perma- 
nent bridges across the ‘river, in 
place of those which had been 
destroyed in the war. He did so, and 
the Jordanian authorities agreed — 
on condition that the bridging be 
done by them and not by Israelis. I 
raised no objection and the. Jorda- 
nian Arab Legion put up two Bailey 
bridges, one on the Jericho road next 
to the destroyed Allenby bridge and 
the second at Damia. 


THE OPEN BRIDGES policy could 
not have been carried out unless both 
sides had wanted it. Israel] hed not 
only wanted but had deliberately in- 
itiated it. On the part of Jordan, it 
was the acceptance of a reality. 
out the 19 years of Jorda- 
nian rule over the West Bank, the 
border between the kingdom of Jor- 
dan and the residents of the West 
Bank had become blurred, and by 
now the Arabs of both Banks had 
become a single population. Each 
time the Jordanian government had 
tried to mit contact between the 
two Banks — and there had been 
many such occasions — there had 
heen outeries on the part of the West 
Bankers, Delegationa of notables as 
well as city mayors had waited upon 
the king and government ef Jordan 
and begged them not to do 50. 
Many residents of one territory had 
relatives in the other. Well-known 
families like the Toukens, Maaris 
and Jaberis had branches in 
Jeruzalem; Nablus, Hebron and 
Ramallah on the West Bank, as well 
as in Amman and other towns of the 
Bast Bank. Property, business, com- 
mercial and family ties bound the 
residents of both sides of the Jordan, 
and any attempt to separate them 
was artificial and doomed to fall.

Reporter JUDY SIEGEL talks to Ya’acov Maimon, 
the energetic volunteer who won the Israel Prize. 


AT A PARTY in his honour arranged 
by Labour Party stalwarts in 
Jerusalem last week, Israel Prize- 
winner Ya'acov Maimon had the 
hutzpa to ask for a present: ‘Meet 
me at ἃ a.m. Tuesday morning for a 
bus ride to the north and volunteer to 
teach Hebrew to new ts.” 
The 74-year-old Maimon, who 
came here from Russia with the Se- 
cond Aliya and has been working to 
help immigrants who followed him 
for nearly 30 years, has made that 
request thousands of times and turn- 
ed volunteering into a career.

(Maimon invented Hebrew 
stenography and was for long the of- 
ficial Government stenographer). 
Maimon's friends and students 
described his good deeds. 

“What's the matter with you, 
Ya’acov Maimon?" said Golda Meir 
in jest.

Everyone else runs around, trying to 
get his picture in the newspaper and 
leaking stories to the press, and you 
never do it. Why aren't you like 
everybody else?"* 

If Israel had 5,000 Ya'acov

“If he knew 
English and went to America, there 
would be aliya from there.” 


Golda asserted that “the Jewish 
and the Absorption Ministry 


can't invite an oleh into their home 


for a cup of tea and friendly conver- 
sation. Veteran Israelis must do it, 
and show that they care. Newcomers 
need human contact, constantly, 
every week — and Ya'acov 

has given this for 30 years.”” 


Rosika Leibowitz, a new im- 
migrant from Rumanta who learned 
Hebrew with Maimon's help and now 
teaches Hebrew to even newer 
arrivals, got up to speak. "When we 
first came, we read the newspapers 
and were scared and distressed to 
read that there were robberies, 
murders and cheating here. 
Ya’acov, by his friendship and con- 
cern, showed us that such things are 
not really Israel.” 


Maimon, who continues to put ina 
10-hour day organizing junteer 
teachers of Hebrew, said that the 
friends he meets from one end of the 
country to the other are his reward. 

“Ἢ you gave me 1,000 volunteers in 
a month, I could put them all to work 
teaching Hebrew," he added. "Ἴ go 
by foot and by bus... Today, ἃ 
helicopter might help.”
